ted in all Tongues and Languages, that his renowne

But theſe our holy Children, Paterns of Piety 
and Sanctitie, the hope of our Conſolations in theſe 
Northerne Ilands, the Great Officers of our Church, 
ordained before time to propagate the ſaving Light 
to a Land that dweltin darknefſe, theſe loyall and 
faithfull Miniſters of the 'Truth , who have devoted 
their lives, and neglected the World for our ſervice z 
theſe We do juſtly bewaile with our Apoſtolick tears: 
It cuts our hearts, that thoſe Huly Patriarches , 
ſhould have received the Crowne of Martyrdome in 
ſo dangexpus a way 3 for now We do, as it were,ſtand 
over a Vault of Powder, where the Match lyesa-kind- 
ling below.
